Strong raggestions that Italy 
might withdraw from the League 
of Nations were published to-day 
In three Itallan newspapers, in- 
cluding Premier Mussglinis Popolo 
o’italla. 

The papers said oditorially that 
the Fascia grand council would 
he convoked Deg, 6 to fexamline 
Italy's relations with the League in 
view of the departure of Japan and 
Germany and the fact that the Unit- 
ed States and Soviet Russia are 
nonmembers.” 

Of the three Popolo d'Italia did 
not mention the League by name 
and said the grand counct!] would 
discuss Mussolini's recent refer- 
encea to the international situation.
